Gentlemen, this ideal, it was necessary for 
me to indicate, for we always ought to say at 
what we are aiming; it offers innumerable 
points of view, but the hour of its develope- 
ment has not yet come. I have to husband 
my time before this Assembly ; I will imme- 
diately take up the question in its positive and 
actual reality. I take it up where it now 3s, 
in the relative point of its maturity whither on 
one side the events and on the other the pub- 
lic mind has carried it. From this limited but 
practical point of view, from this actual situ- 
ation, I want—I declare it—liberty of in- 
struction, but I want the control of the state, 
and I want that control to be efficacious; I 
want the lay state, entirely, exclusively lay. 
The state is not and cannot be anything but 
lay. I want—I say—liberty of instruction 
under the control of the state, and in order to 
represent the state in this delicate and diffi- 
control—which requires the concurrence of 
all the living powers of the land—I admit on- 
ly those men who belong to the most grave ca- 
reers of life, but who have no interest, either 
of conscience or policy, distinct from the na- 
tional unity. (On the left: Very well!) 1 
mean to say that I do not wish to see introdu- 
ced into the Supreme Council or into the sec- 
ondary councils any bishops or episcopal del- 
egates, I want to maintain, as far as | am able, 
and if need become more rigidly than ever, 
that ancient and salutary separation of church 
and state, which has been the wisdom of our 
forefathers and this for the interest of the 
church as well as for that of the state. (Ap- 
plause.) 

I have told you now what I would ; hear, 
then what I would not. 

I want no law that is brought to you from 
without. And why? Gentlemen that law is 
a weapon. A weapon is nothing in itself, it 
exists merely in connection with the hand that 
sways it. But what is that hand which will 
take hold of the law? ‘That is the question. 
(Great stir.) 

Gentlemen, it is the hand of the clerical 
party. (It is true!) 

Gentlemen, I fear that hand, I want to de- 


stroy that weapon, Lreject the project.

The Papal Clergy and Education. 


SPEECH OF VICTOR HUGO ON PUBLIC IN-| 
STUCTION,DELIVERED BEFORE THE FRENCH 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


T'ranslated for the Com, Adv. from the French. 


Gentlemen, when we enter into aa open) 
discussion on a question which touches most} 
seriously the destiny of the land, we ought at| 
once to go to its foundation. | 

I commence by telling you what I would, | 


and then I shall tell you immediately what I| 
would not. 

Gentlemen, every question has its ideal. 1) 
think the ideal of this question respecting in-| 
struction is this: instruction is both free and | 
obligatory—obligatory in its commencement, 
free in all subsequent steps. Primary in- 
struction obligatory—it is the right of the 
child which—do not deceive yourselves in 
this—is still more sacred than the right of the 
father, and is closely connected (se confond) 
with the right of the state. 

I resume. This then is, in my opinion, the 
ideal of the question ; instruction is free and 
obligatory in the measure I just pointed out 
to you. 

It is an extensive public instruction given 
and regulated by the state, starting from the 
village school and mounting by degrees to the 
College of France, yea, even still higher, to 
the Institute of France; the doors of science 
are open wide to every mind; wherever there 
is a field, wheresoever a mind, there will be a 
book. Not one community without a school, 
no city without a college, no chief place with- 
out a faculty. (Continued bravo.) It is a 
vast network of intellectual workshops, lyce- 
ums, gymnasiums, colleges, cathedrals, ard li- 
braries, extending their light over the sur- 
face of the land, rousing everywhere the abil- 
ities, stirring up all avocations of life; in a 
word, it is the seale of human knowledge firm- 
ly built by the hand of the state, placed within 
the shade of the lowest and most obscure mas- 
ses, and reaching up to the light. 

There is no predicting its extention, when 
the mind of the people is brought into com- 
munication with the spirit of France. (lm- 
mense applause.) ‘That is what I understand 
by public national education. Gentlemen, 
beside this magnificent free instruction, solici- 
ting the minds of every class, offered by the 
state—givipg to all gratis the best teachers, 
the best methods, the best normal, French, 
Christian and liberal model of science and 
discipline which undoubtedly will raise the 
national genius to its highest sum of intensity 
—beside this liberty of instruction I would 
place without any hesitation a liberty of in- 
struction for all private institutions, for all re- 
ligious corporations; a full, entire and abso- 
lute liberty of instruction, controlled by gen- 
eral laws, like all other privileges ; and there 
would be no need to give it the restless power 
of the state for its control, because I would 
give it the free instruction of the state for a 
counterpoise. (Bravo! Bravo.) 

This, gentlemen, I repeat it, is the ideal of 
the question. Do not trouble yourselves 
about it; we are not yet ready to attain to it, 
for the solution ot this problem, like the solu- 
tion of all problems of the present day, in- 


‘the only objection that has any appearance of 


importance. 
We have been told: You exclude the cler- 


‘gy from the Council of state-control; your 


object is to proscribe religious instruction— 
Gentlemen, I will explain myself. Never 
shall any misunderstanding be created through 
my fault in regard to what I say or think. 

Far be it from me that I should proscribe 
religious instructiou. Do you understand me ? 
It is, in my opinion, more needful now than 
ever. The more aman grows, the more he 
ought to believe ; the more he approaches the 
Deity, the more he ought to see God. (Sen- 
sation.) ‘There is a misfortune in our age, I 
should say, there is but one misfortune : that 
is to say, a certain tendency to put everything 
into this life. In giving to man this earthly 
and material life for his sole object and end, 
we aggravate all miseries by the infidelity 
which now is raging; we add to the weight of 
misfortunes that insupportable burden of un- 
belief, and we convert the law of God, which 


| might have very easily been borne with, into 


the law of hell, which is despair. (Stir.)— 
Hence great social convulsions. (Yes! yes !) 
Indeed I am one of those men, and none in 
this assembly doubts. I belong to those who 
with inexpressible ardor, and by all possible 
means, wish to meliorate the material condi- 
tion of those who suffer; but the first of all 
meliorations is to give them HOPE. (On the 
rizght, Bravo!) How much are our finite 
miseries diminished when with them is min- 
gled an infinite hope. (Very well! Very 
well!) Our duty to all men, whether we be 
legislators or bishops, priests or writers, is to 
spread, to spend and to lavish, under every 
form or shape, our whole social energy, in or- 
der to combat and destroy misery, and at the 
same time, to raise all minds toward Heaven 
—to direct every soul—to turn the attention 
of all to an ulterior life where justice will be 
rendered. If we pronunce this boldly, none 
shall have suffered unjustly and uselessly.— 
(On the right—Very well! Great sensa- 
tion.) 

The law of the material world is equilibri- 
um ; the law of the moral world is equity.— 
God is to be found at the bottom of every 
thing ; let us teach this to all men. There 
would be no dignity in life ; it would hardly be 
worth the living, if in death we perish en- 
tirely. That which sanctifies our work and 
facilitates our labor, which renders man brave, 
good, wise, patient, just, kind, at once humble 
and great, worthy of intelligence and liberty, 
is to have before us the perpetual vision of a 
better world, shining through the darkness of 
this life. (Approbation.) As for me, who 
happen to speak this moment, and who put 
words so grave into a mouth of so little au- 
thority, permit me to say here and to declare 
from the height of this tribune, that I believe 
most firmly in that better world. It is for me 
much more real than that miserable chimera 
which we call lite; it is constantly before my 
eyes; I believe in it with all the powers of 
my conviction ; after 30 many struggles, en- 
deavors and trials it is the highest certainty of 
my reason as wellas the supreme consolation 
of my soul. (Great sensation.) 

I want therefore religious instruction, but I 
want the instruction of the church, and not 
that of a party. I want sincere and not hy- 
pocritical instruction. 

It should have Heaven for its aim, and not 
the earth. [Sensation.] I do not wish that 
one pulpit should usurp the other; I will not 
confound the priest with the professor ; and if 
I consent to such a mixture, I should control 
it. I open over the seminaries and congrega- 
tions the eye of the state, and I insist upon 
the lay state, which is jealous of its grandeur 
and unity. 

Until that day, which I desire with all my 
heart, on which a complete liberty of instruc- 


volves a considerable financial question. 


tion may be proclaimed—[and in the begin- 


ning I told you on what conditions }—until 
that very day, I wish for the instruction of the 
church within the church, and not without.— 
Above all, I consider it ridiculous to control 
the instruction of the clergy by the clergy, in 
the name of the state. In a word, I will—I 
repeat it—what our forefathers would, the 
church by itself and the state by itself. [Very 
well ! 

The Assembly already clearly see why I 
reject the bill, but I will finish my explana- 
tion. Gentlemen, as I told you jnst now, this 
project is more, and if you wish something 
worse than a political law, it is a deceitful law, 
it is an artifice. [ Whisperings. | 

Certainly I do not refer to the venerable 
Bishop of Langres, or to any other person 
within these walls, but to the party which has 
if not drawn up, at least called the bill into 
existence [inspire,| to that party which is at 
the same time dead and living, to the clerical 
party. Ido not know whether it is in the 
Government or in this Assembly [stir,] but I 
feel it everywhere. It has a sharp ear, it will 
hear me. [Laughter.] 1 address therefore 
that party and tell them: Stick to your cause, 
but I mistrust you. 

To instruct means to construct. [Sensa- 
tion.] I have strong suspicions in regard to 
your constructions. [Very well! Very well!] 

1 will not confide to you the instruction of 
youth, the souls of children, the development 
of new minds, that enter into life. I will not 
entrust you with the spirit of new generations, 
that is to say with the future of France. I 
will not confide to you this future, because to 
confide it to you would be to deliver it wholly 
up to you. [Great stir. ] 

It is not sufficient for me, that new genera- 
tions sueced us. No, they ought to be a con- 
tinuation of us; therefore I want neither 
your hand, nor your breath upon them. 

I will not that you should destroy what our 
forefathers have built up. [Very well. 

After such a glory I do not wish such a 
disgrace! [Great sensation. ] 

Your law is a law that wears a mask.— 
[ Bravo !] 

It says one thing and will do another. It 
is a thought of subjection which you have in- 
vested with the charms of liberty. It is con- 
fiseation entitled donation. I wish to have 
nothing of it. [Applause on the left.] It is 
your habit. When you forge a chain you 
say—Here is liberty! When you make a 
proscription you cry—It is an amnesty. [New 
applause. | 

Ah! Ido not confound you with the church, 
not more than I confound the misletoe with 
the oak. [Very well.] You are the para- 
sites of the church, you are the disease of the 
church. [Laughter.] Ignatius is an enemy 
to Jesus! [Lively approbation on the left. | 
You are not the faithful, but the sectaries ofa 
religion which you do not understand. You 
make a show of holiness. (Vous etes les 
metteurs en scene de le saintete.) Do not con- 
found the church with your affairs, your com- 
binations, your deceits and ambition. Do not 
eall her your mother, in order to make a ser- 
vant of her. [Great stir.] Do not torment 
her under the pretext of teaching her pol- 
ities; above all do not identify her with 
yourselves. That is the greatest injury you 
could do her! Look! how she decays since 
you got her in your power; you love her so 
little, that you cause the people to hate her.— 
Indeed, I tell you, the church prospers well 
without you; people will enter the church, 
when you are no more within. 

Let her alone, that venerable church, in her 
solicitude, in her self-denial, her humility.— 
All these graces constitute her grandeur.— 
Her solicitude will attract the great mass, her 
self-denial is her power; her humility is her 
majesty! [Great sensation. } 

I now speak of religious instruction. Do 
you know what that religious instruction is, 
before which we ought to prostrate our- 
selves ? 

It is the sister of charity, at the couch of 
the dying ; it is the brother of mercy redeem- 
ing a slave; it is Vincent de Paul picking up 
a foundling. Itis the bishop of Marseilles in 
the midst of those who are infected with the 
plague. It is the Archbishop of Paris going 
with a smile to that formidable suburb St. An- 
toine, lifting up his crucifix over the civil 
war, caring little for his life, provided he could 
make peace! [Bravo. ] 

That is what I call true religious instruc- 
tion; that real, profound, efficacious and pop- 
ular instruction, which fortunately for religion 
and humanity, makes still more Christians 
thar you alienate from the church. [Great 
applause on the left.) But yours stands as a 
sentinel at the door of orthodoxy. [Laugh- 
ter.] Itis it that has found for truth those 
two wonderful vonditions, ignorance and error. 
It opposes science and genius, when they go be- 
yond the missal, and seeks to crush all reflec- 
tions on doctrinal matters (qui veut cloitrer la 
pensee dans le dogme.) All steps in intelli- 
gence which Europe has made, it has made in 
spite of it. Its history is written in the histo- 
ry of human progress, but it is written on the 
back of the leaf [auverso.] [Sensation.] It 
is opposed to every thing. 

It is the clerical party that whipped Prinel- 
li because he said that the stars could not fall. 
She tried Campanella seven times, because he 
affirmed that the number of worlds was infi- 
nite, and the secret of the creation revealed. 
It has persecuted Harvey, because he proved 
the circulation of the blood. On account of 
Joshua, it imprisoned Galileo; on account of 
St. Paul, they put Christopher Columbus into 
a dungeon. [Sensation.] To discover the 
laws of heaven was an impiety; to find a 
world was a heresy. [Very well.} It has 
anathematized Pascal in the name of religion, 
Montaigne in the name of morality; Moliere 
in the name of morality and religion. 
well.] Oh yes! We know you, whoever 
you may be, who call yourselves the Catholic 
party, and are merely the clerical party. It 
is already long that the human conscience re- 
volts against you, and asks you: What do you 
want of me? It is already long that you tri- 
ed to put a gag to the human mind. [| Accla- 
mation on the left. ] 

And you want to be the masters of instruc- 


[Very|¢ 


tion! There is not one poet, not one writer, 
not one philosopher, not one thinker whom you 
would accept. All that has been written, 
found out, thought of, deducted, illustrated, 
imagined, invented by men of genius, the trea- 
sure of civilization. the secular heritage of 
generations, the common patrimony of minds, 
you reject it. If the spirit of mankind was 
before your eyes, at your mercy, open like the 
page of a book, you would blot it out. (Yes, 
yes.) Itis at your service. [Great sensa- 
tion. | 

Finally, there is a book which from the be- 
ginning to the end is a superior emanation, a 
book which is for the universe what the Koran 
is for Islamism, what the Vedas are for India; 
a book which contains all human knowledge 
illumined by divine wisdom, a book that the 
venerations of nations calls Zhe book, the 
Bible! A thing unheard of! Popes have 
proscribed the Bible! What a surprise to 
wise minds, what a terror for simple hearts, to 
see the index of Rome put upon the book of 
God! (Great applause on the left.) 

And you claim the liberty of instruction.— 
Now, let us be sincere, let us come to a pro- 
per understanding concerning the liberty which 
you claim. It is the liberty not to instruct. 
(Applause on the left; objections on the 
right.) Ah! you wish that we should give 
you nations for instruction! Very well. Let 
us look at your pupils. Let us look at your 
productions! (Laughter.) What have you 
made of Italy? What have you made of 
Spain? For centuries you held in your 
hands, at your mercy in your school, under 
your lash, those two great nations, illustrious 
among the illustrious—and what have ~ you 
made of them? (Great noise.) Iam going 
to tell you. 

Thanks to you, Italy, whose name a think- 
ing man cannot but pronounce with inexpres- 
sible filial sorrow ; Italy, that mother of gen- 
iuses and nations, which spread over the uni- 
verse the most dazzling wonders of poetry 
and arts; Italy, that has taught mankiad 
reading; Italy of the present day, cannot 
read! (Profound sensation.) 

Yes, Italy is, of all European states, that 
country where only the smallest number of 
natives are able to read. (Objections on the 
right ; violent cries.) Spain, so magnificent- 
ly endowed by nature; Spain, that received 
from the Romans her first, from the Arabians 
her second civilization, which received, in 
spite of you, a world, namely America; Spain 
has lost—thanks to you, thanks to your yoke 
of brutishness, which is a yoke of degradation 
and decrease—[ Applause on the left |—Spain 
has lost that secret of power which she got 
from the Romans; that genius of arts which 
she received from the Arabians; that world 
which she inherited of God ; and in exchange 
for all she lost through you, she received from 
you the ryquisition. (Noise.) That inqui- 
sition which certain party men now try to re- 
establish, with a chaste timidity for which I 
honor them. (Continued hiliarity on the 
left; reclamations on the right.) ‘The inqui- 
sition which burned at the stake five millions 
of men. (Denial onthe right.) Read histo- 
ry. The inquisition which exhumed the dead 
in order to burn them like heretics! [It is 
true.] Witness Urgel and Arnould, the count 
of Foralquier! The inquisition which de- 
clared the children of heretics, even to the 
second generation, infamous and incapable of 
holding public honorary office, excepting only 
those—these are the very terms of the de- 
crees of arrest—who would have denounced 
his father! [Continued noises.] The inqui- 
sition which at the present moment still holds 
sealed, in the Papal library, the manuscripts 
of Galileo, under the seal of the Index !— 
[Agitation.] It is true, in order to comfort 
Spain for what you have taken from her, you 
gave it the surname of Catholic. [Noise on 
the right. | : 

Ah! Do you know? You have drawn 
from one of the greatest men that doleful ery 
which accuses you: / would rather that it 
might be called great than Catholic! [Cries 
on the right—Long interruption. Several 
members vehemently interpellate the speak- 
er. 
thehodd! These are your master-pieces.— 
That hearth, which we called Italy, you have 
extinguished. That colossus, which we cal- 
led Spain, you have undermined. The one is 
in ashes, the other in ruins. Behold, what 
you have made of two great nations. What 
do you propose doing with France? [Contin- 
ued noise. } 

Well you come from Rome ; I have to pay 
you a compliment. You met there with 
great success. [Laughter and bravos on the 
left. 
Yu just now gagged the Roman people, 
and now you are going to gag the French na- 
tion. I know this is still more beautiful, only 
try it; but take care, it is difficult. France is 
a lion, she is on the alert. Whom are you 
going to attack? I will tell you. You want 
to fetter human reason; and why? Because 
it enlightens the world, rse quelle fait le 
juer.) [Yes, yes. No, no.] Shall I tell you 
what you want to destroy ? It is that enormous 
quantity of light which France for three cen- 
turies has disengaged; that light which was 
wholly brought about by reason; a light that 
is more brilliant now than ever ; it is an illu- 
mination which made the French the enlight- 
ened nation, and that in such a manner, that 
we perceive the light of France on the face 
of all the nations of the earth. Well, this 
brightness of France, this free light, this di- 
rect light, this light which does not come from 
Rome, that comes from God, you want to put it 
out. Itistrue. And that light we want to 
preserve. [Yes, yes. Bravo on the left.] _ 

I spurn your law. I reject it, because it 
confiscates primary instruction, because it de- 
rades secondary instruction, because it deba- 
ses the level of science, because it diminishes 
my country. [Sensation.] I reject it, be- 
cause I am one of those who feel an oppres- 
sion of the heart at all times when France 
suffers adiminution by any cause whatever, 
be it a diminution of territory, as by the trea- 
ties of 1815, or a diminution of grandeur, as 


from the height of this tribune, to the clerical 
party, to that party which invades us, | Hear, 
Hear,] a serious counsel. (Noise on the 
right.) 

It lacks no ability. When the cireumstan- 
ces are favorable, it is strong. It understands 
the ert to keep a nation in a mixed and la- 
mentable state which is not death, but 
which is no longer life. [It is true.] ‘They 
eall it “to govern.” [Laughter.] It is the 
government of lethargy. 

But let them beware, no such thing is pro- 
per for France, It is a dangerous play to 
suffer them to look on, merely to look on that 
France whose whose ideal is this: The cler- 
gy rule supreme, liberty is betrayed, the mind 
vanquished and tied, books torn to pieces, the 
sermon supplanting the press, darkness spread 
over the minds by the cassocks, and geuiuses 
subdued by the beadles. (Acclamation on the 
left.) It is true, the clerical party is skillful, 
but that does not hinder it from being artless, 
[naif.] (Hiliarity.) It fears socialism. It 
sees the flood rise, as they say, and it opposes 
that rising flood by throwing in some obsta- 
cles to sagacity. It sees the flood rise, and it 
imagines that society will be saved because 
they combine for its defence social de- 
ceits and maternal resistance, and they put a 
Jesuit everywhere, where there is no police- 
man. What a pity. 

I repeat it. Let them beware, the nine- 
teenth century is against them. Let them not 
be obstinate, let them give up the idea of mas- 
tering that grand epoch full of profound and 
new instincts. If they only succeed to irri- 
tate that epoch, they will develop the terrible 
side of our age and give rise to terrible events. 
Yes, I insist upon that system, which casts out 
the education of the priesthood and the gov- 
erment of the confessional. 

With those doctrines, with that inflexible 
and fatal logic that carries men away against 
their will and is productive of evil, with those 
doctrines that makes us shudder when we see 
them in history. 

Yes, with that system, with that doctrine 
that history—let the clerical party know it— 
it will everywhere engender revolutions eve- 
rywhere, in order to avoid a Forquemada, it 
will throw itself into the arms of a Robes- 
pierre. In this manner will that party whieh 
calls itself the Catholic party be a serious 
public danger. 

And let those, who like me, in regard to 
nations, fear anarchical destruction as much as 
sacedotal oppression, give the cry of alarm 
while it is yet time to reflect upon it. You 
interrupt me. Cries and murmurings make 
my voice unheard. Gentlemen, I speak to 
you not as an agitator, but as honest man.—

I am perhaps one of those 
who have had the fortune to render to the 
cause of order, in troublsome times, in times 
recently past, some obscure services. These 
services have been forgotten, and I do not re- 
call them, but at the present moment I have a 
right to stand upon them. 


Well then! Standing on that evil recently

Meeting of the State Convention. 


The Connecticut Baptist Convention held its 
twenty-seventh anniversary with the Baptist church 
in the village of Danbury, on the 11th, 12th, and 
13th of the present month. Considering the re- 
moteness of the place from the bulk of the denom- 
ination and the backwardness of the season which 
rendered it almost impossible for farmers to leave 
home, there was a large attendance. The meet- 
ings were harmonious and unusually interesting. 

The Convention was called to order by Rev. H. 
Miller, its President, and prayer was offered by 
Rev. I. R. Steward, of the Baptist Mariner's church, 
N.Y. After the appointment of one or two com- 
mittees, the Convention listened to the reading of 
the Report of the Board by Rev. F. Cushman, Sec- 
retary, whech gave a very encouraging view of our 
domestic missionary operations. On motion, the 
Repert was accepted, and ordered printed in the 
Minutes. 

The committee then proceeded to the election 
of officers for the ensuing year. The balloting 
resulted in the election of Rev. S. D. Phelps, of 
New Haven, President; Rev. A. Perkins, of Dan- 
bury, Vice President; Rev. E. Cushman, of Deep 
River, Secretary; W. Griswold, Esq., of Hartford, 
Treasurer; C. G. Sunth, Esq. of Hartford, Audit 
or, and Rey. Messrs. D. Ives, H. Miller, R. Turn 
bull, W. Reid, J. S. Swan, J. N. Murdock, E. T. 
Hiscox, J. Willet, 8. Burrows, and H. R. Koapp, 
Trustees. 

In the evening the annual sermon was deliver 
ed to a crowded and interested audience, by Rev. 
R. Turnbull of this city.

The Convention met on Wednesday morning at 
8 o'clock, and devoted the time until the meeting 
of the Education Society to the consideration of 
the Bible cause. The Report of the committee 
was read by Rev. B. N. Leach, of Middletown, 
and the Convention was addressed by Rev. 8. 8. 
Cutting, Cor. Secretary of the A. & F. Bible So 
ciety. An interesting discussion sprung up on a 
motion to amend the report of the committee in a 
way to express more fully our sympathy with the 
present position of the Society. [t was the opin- 
ion of the brethren who opposed the amendment 
that it was better to express simply our firm adhe- 
sion to the Society, and our approval of its prince: 
ples in such terms as we have been accustomed to 
employ. While this question was under discus 
sion, the hour for the meeting of the Education 
Society having arrived, the Convention adjourned, 
having first made the subject pendiog the order ot 
the day for 4 u’clock that afternoon. 

‘The annual meeting of the Education Society 
was held in the same place. At 1-2 o'clock i 
President, Rev. W. P. Pattison, called the Society 
to order, and Rev. J. Ballard of New York, prayed. 

After listening to the reading of the annual Re- 
port, and the transaction of some preliminary busi- 
ness, the Society proceeded to the election of offti- 
cers. Rey. E. T. Hiscox of Norwich, was elect- 
ed President, Revs. W. Reid and B. N. Leach, 
Vice Presidents, Rev. J. N. Murdock, Secretary ; 
J. W. Dimock, Treasurer; H. E. Day, Auditor, 
and Revs. R. Turnbull, H. Miller, A. E. Denison. 
and W. W. Woodbury, Esq., Trustees. The So- 
ciety also elected a Board of Trustees of the Sut 
field Literary Institution, which we were informed 
is ina flourishing condition. 

In the afternoon the State Convention resumed 
its session, and took up the subject of Home ano 
Domestic missions. The discussions on this sub- 
ject were characterized by the best of feeling, ana 
we cannot doubt that there was a very genera, 
purpose in the hearts of the audience to do more 
than heretofore in this important field of enterprise. 
In the course of the remarks there was a touching 
allusion to the recent death of the venerable Rev. 
John Peck, who has for many years past been wit, 
us in vur annual gatherings, participating in ou 
deliberations, and without an exception, we be 
lieve, offering the concluding prayer. The good 
old patriarch has at last gone to his rest, and his 
absence was felt by his children and brethren jp 
the Guspel, though none could entertain a doub: 
but our loss is his infinite gain. 

At four the consideration of the Bible question 
was resumed, and the Convention was addressed 
by Rev. W. Reid, Rev. Mr. Warren, Rev. Rob’t. 
Turoball and others, with fine effect. The ut- 
most good feeling prevailed. There was nothing 
to excite a fear that among our brethren in Con- 
necticut there will be any division on this ques- 
tion. 

One of the most interesting meetings of the ses- 
sion was held on Wednesday evening, for tne con- 
sideration of the subject of Foreign Missions. Af- 
ter the reading of the Report from the committee 
on that subject, by Rev. J. N. Murdock, the meet- 
ing waa addressed by Rev. Mr. Vinton, of the Ka- 
ren mission. His address was characterized by 
his usual fervor and heartiness, and was listened 
to with thrilling interest by the audience. He was 
followed by Rev. J. W. Parker, of Cambridge, who 
gave some interesting details of his recent visit to 
France and Germany. We have never heard Mr. 
P. with so much satisfaction as on this occasion. 
The audience were spell bound. Though it was 
after ten o’clock when he concluded, there was no 
indication of impatience or weariness. At the

Episcopal Convention. 


The Annual Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal diocese of Connecticut, was he!d at New 


London, June 11 and 12. From the address of 


Bishop Brownell, we learn that he has administer- 


ed the rite of confirmation to 600 persons during 
the past year, ordained several priests and deacons, 
and consecrated two houses of worship, or church- 
es, as he calls them. But the most interesting 
portion of the Bishop’s address is that relating to 
the Romanizing tendencies of many in the Epis- 
copa) communion ; at least we judge that there are 


still a large number there from the Bishop’s own 
language. He says there are men among them 
who are determined to revelutionize the Church, or 


to quit her communion. “Several of the clergy 
and some of the laity have recently seceded to the 
Romish faith; and yet this secession is not the 
principal occasion for alarm. 
those who have thus seceded is insignificant when 
compared with those who yet remain behind, in a 
state of obvious sympathy with the feelings and 
doctrines of those who have departed.”

The bishop ought to be, and no doubt is well 


acquainted with the doctrinal sentiments of his 
clergy, and the picture that he here draws of a 
pretty considerable number of them, is by no 
means flattering ; nor is it at all surprising that he 
should use his Episcopal functions to their fullest 
extent, in order to check a heresy so alarming.

Church is another medium through which tenden- 
cies towards Romanism may be encouraged. “.1 


yearning after greater holiness,” is another charac- 
teristic which seems generally to mark the admir- 
ers of Romish doctrines and institutions. 

These are the principal causes, as specified by 
Bishop Brownell, of the defections in his church, 
and against which he uses his Episcopal authority, 
we hope, to some purpose. We have neither time 
aor room to follow him in his reasoning against 
these tendencies ; and can only, at this time, ex- 
press our gratification to find that his course of 


reasoning 1s so essentially changed from what it 


was a few years ago, when he delivered his famous 
Address on an occasion like the present. But that 


time has gone by, and now instead of urging a 
higher style of Churchmanship in his own church, 
and claiming for that church that salvation was to 
be found alone within its pale, and unceremonious- 
ly leaving all dissenting bodies to the uncovenanted 
mercies of God, he feels the importance of using 
his best exertions to keep his church from the 
quicksands of Romanism.

such perfect harmony with our own views and

The New Bible Society. 


Agreeably to a notice in the New York papers 
for a public meeting of the friends of a new ver- 
sion of the Bible, the meeting was held last week, 
and a new Society organized under the name o 
the “Americ.n Bible Union.” Dr. Cone was

Art. I. The Association under this Constitution 
shall be called “T'he American Bible Union.”

Art. IIL. It shall be composed of annual mes-

Tue following article from the Western 
Ohristian Advocate, shows how Christians, 
who in words deny the universality of God’s 
decrees can yet in fact exercise an absolute 
trust in Divine Providence, and feel that all 
things and even all events, even the wicked- 
ness of the wicked, are subject to His control, 
appointed for the fulfillmeni of His counsels, 
and bound for the performance of His promi- 
ses :— 

Trust in Provinence.—Philosophy de- 
velops many beautiful truths, and greatly en- 
larges the boundaries of human knowledge. 
It teaches man the number and the nature of 
the elements around him, and shows him how 
many of them may be made serviceable to his 
convenience ; yet it cannot give him the com- 
plete mastery. He may trim his sails before 
the winds, and fly over the tossing billows, re- 
joicing in the triumph of science and art; but 
when the fearful torrent gathers all its power, 
and, clothing itself with the blackness of dark- 
ness, comes down upon his path, his frail ves- 
sel is too feeble to resist, and it perishes be- 
neath the dashing waves. His house may be 
built with strong foundations, and with mass- 
ive walls; but the violence of the hurricane 
prostrates it, or the flames of the raging fire 
consume it. Though he is the head, and the 
lord of the lower creation, yet how feeble does 
he frequently find himself! Invisibly the ter- 
rible pestilence rides upon the wings of the 
wind. It steals through the silence of the 
night, and travels amidst the busy tumults of 
the day. No walls, or bars, or screens, arrests 
its course. Mingling with the food which he 
eats, and the air which he breathes, it lays 
the strong man low, and triumphs in the sud- 
den prostration of talent, of beauty, and of 
vigor. Nor are the elements alone too strong 
for man. The individual is powerless amidst 
the combinations of his race. Society spreads 
its strong net-work around him, and, though 
he may struggle in its meshes, he finds him- 
self frequently a captive. The tongue of 
slander destroys his reputation ; fraud seizes 
and appropriates his possessions ; government 
invades his rights, and impairs his liberty of 
speech and action, and even pollutes the sanc- 
tity of the rights of conscience. Divested of 
friends, the dungeon becomes his abode, and 
he dies by the hand of man. 

Must man be in bondage to these elements ? 
Must he tremble before the storm, fly before 
the pestilence, or sink in abject submission to 
the will of society? Such must be his fate, 
if there be no higher power, no court of ap- 
peal. But the Christian beholds God sitting 
“in the circle of the heavens.” On the enra- 
ged winds he lays his hand, and they sink to 
rest. At his voice the noise of the billows is 
hushed in silence. The pestilence may be 
abroad, but a voice whispers,“ A thousand 
shall fall at thy side, and ten thousand at thy 
right hand, but it shall not come nigh thee,” 
Men may combine in anger; property and 
station may vanish ; but again he hears the 
voice from above, proclaiming, “ These light 
afflictions, which are but for a moment, work 
out a far more exceeding and eternal weight 
of glory.” Malice, envy, fraud, and oppress- 
ion may league together with terrible strength ; 
but God’s word shall be fulfilled, that “all 
things shall work together for good” for him 
who puts his trust in God,

But I cannot help thinking that T see 
this want of real, practical, effective concern 
for the souls of perishing men—this want of 
zeal in spreading the gospel among the hea- 
then—onk reason why the the faithful preach- 
ing of it is so little blessed at home. Is there 
not room to suspect that God may be looking 
with a frown instead of a smile upon the la- 
bors of a man, who, faithfully as he may be 
preaching th- gospel to a congregation of pro- 
fessed Christians, is hiding in a corner among 
them, the talent that might have told with ef- 
fect against the fabric of heathen idolatry? 
Is there no reason to suspect that he may here 
find the secret cause of his laboring from Sab- 
bath to Sabbath, and from year to year, with- 
out seeing much, if any, actual fruit of his la- 
bors? Is there no reason to suspect that the 
church, sitting under its own vine and fig-tree, 
but, after the example of its pastor, little car- 
ing for others, should have little of the pres- 
ence of God in their souls and a little manifes- 
tation of his blessing among them as a body? 
“There is that seattereth, and yet increaseth ; 
and there is that witholdeth more than is meet 
and it tendeth to poverty.” Ifthey concern 
not themselves about sending food to them 
that are perishing of hunger, it is to be won- 
dered at if God command the clouds that they 
rain no rain upon their vineyard; and that 
he withholds his blessing both from their bas-

Enthusiasm of the Early Christians 


How different the languor and degeneracy 
of the present age from that ardor which ani- 
mated the exertions of the primitive Christians 
in the cause of their religion!

It kindles 
in the hour of danger, and rises to deeds of 
renown. The terrors of persecution only serve 
to awaken the energy of its purposes. It 
swells in the pride of integrity, and, great in 
the purity of its cause, it can scatter defiance 
amid a host of enemies. The magnanimity of 
the primitive Christians is beyond example in 
history. It could withstand the ruin of inter- 
est, the desertion of friends, the triumphant 
joy of enemies, the storms of popular indigna- 
tion, the fury of a vindictive priesthood, the 
torments of martyrdom. The faith of immor- 
tality emboldened their profession of the gos- 
pel, and armed them with contempt of death. 
The torrent of opposition they had to encoun- 
ter in asserting the religion of Jesus, was far 
from repressing their activity in his service. 
They maintained his cause with sincerity ; 
they propagated it with zeal; they devoted 
their time and their fortune to its diffusion.— 
Amid all their discouragements they were 
sustained by the assurance of a heavenly 
crown. The love of their Redeemer conse- 
crated their affections to his service, and en- 
throned in their hearts a pure and disinterest- 
ed enthusiasm. Hence the rapid and success- 
ful extension of Christianity through the civ- 
ilized world. The grace of God was with 
them. It blasted all the attempts of opposi- 
tion. It invigorated the constancy of their 
purposes. It armed them with fortitude amid 
the terrors of persecution, and carried them 
triumphant through the proud career of vic- 
tory and success.— Dr. Ohalmers.

Arrival of an East Indian Embassy 
in England. 


The steamship Ripon brought to Southamp- 
ton on May 28, from Alexandria, an extraordi- 
nary embassage from the Kingdom of Nepaul, 
on the borders of the Thibet. It consisted of 
of his excellency General JungBahadoor 
Koormon Ranage, Prime Minister and Com- 
mander-in-chief, and his suite of twenty-four 
persons, the most distinguished of which were 
Col. Juggut Shumshere Kooorman Ranagee, 
brothers of the General, Capt. Rummbhir Sin- 
ghr Adhikaree Khajee Kurbeer, Capt. Hem- 
dul Singh Khutree, Lieut. LallSingh Khutree 
and Lieut, Bheem Sen Rana,and a great many 
other terrible men with terrible names. The 
General's visit to England is as embassador 
Extraordinary from the King of Nepaul to 
the Queen of England, and he is charged with 
a complimentary letter costly presents, consist- 
ing the most valuable Nepaulese productions 
and manufactures, it is said, nearly a quarter 
of a million of pounds sterling, from the King 
to her Majesty. 

According to the accounts in the Southamp- 
ton papers, the travelling expenses of the em- 
bassy, since it left Nepaul, have amounted to 
nearly ten thousand pounds. His Excellen- 
ey and suite profess the religion of Buddhism; 
and on account of their strict notions respect- 
ing their religion, diet, and ablutions, and 
their dread of having their food, or vessels 
which contain it, touched by Christians, they 
were compelled to engage the whole fore-cab- 
ins and saloons of the Ripon, in which they 
fitted up a cooking apparatus, which was con- 
structed out of a large square box made of 
planks and paddle floats, filled with mud and 
sand- The fuel they used was charcoal.— 
The principal food on board was poultry, kids, 
eggs, rice, and vegatebles. They took in 
themselves, at each port they touched at, what 
water they wanted. 

As the description of this embassy will like- 
ly interest our readers quite as much as po- 
litical details, we subjoin other particulars. 

The features of the Nepaulese partake of 
the Mongolian and Hindoo caste. Many of 
the embassy are most pleasing and handsome 
loking men, and their dresses are gorgeous 
beyond description. 

The general is a handsome and most intel- 
ligent man, about 32 years of age, very dark 
with long jet hair. He isthe first Hindoo of 
high caste, that has visited England. 

The Ripon arrived in the Southampton 
dock soon after seven in the morning. Many 
of the General’s suite were promenading the 
deck, and among them were his two brothers, 
very handsome young men and splendidly 
dressed. The General made his appearance 
on deck about half past seven. His dress con- 
sisted of a black satin coat, profusely embroi- 
dered with goldof elegant workmanship.— 
His headress was acap nearly covered with 
large emeralds, diamonds and other precious 
stones. The cap was surmounted with a bird 
of Paradise, the fastenings of which were cov- 
ered by a profusion of brilliants. His fingers 
were covered with rings, on one of which was 
a diamond, an amethyst, and an emerald of 
immense value. His wrists were also cover- 
ed with gold and precious stones. 

He left the ship soon after 9 o’clock in the 
morning, to go to the Peninsular and Orien- 
tal Company’s offices, just outside the dock 
gates. On walking from the ship, His Excel- 
lency was preceded by one of the chief of 
his suite, and followed by a large number of 
other chiefs. Such a strange and gorgeous 
sight is seldom witnesssed. There were 14 or 
15 princely personages, evidently fom a refin- 
ed and highly civilized State on the borders 
of the Himalayan range, with most strange 
but handsome countenances, clothed in dress- 
ses of elegant and costly workmanship. Many 
of their head-dresses, when the sun shone on 
them, were literally blazing with brilliants.— 
They were all armed with pistols mounted, 
and many of their swords were in golden 
scabbards. 

The embassador declined to go to any South- 
ampton hotel unless he could have it entirely 
to himself. This arose from religious scru- 
ples, lest any food prepared for Christians 
should be mixed with his own. In conse- 
quence of this determination immediate ar- 
rangements were made to enable the embassa- 
dor and suite to sleep and cook their food at the 
Peninsular offices during their stay in South- 
ampton. During the whole of Saturday af- 
ternoon the Hindoo servants were busy in 
conveying their cooking utensils, water pitch- 
ers, bedding, rice and other kinds of food from 
the ship to their temporary abode. A tent 
was formed in a back yard, where a Nepaulese 
cooking apparatus was fitted up. Messen- 
gers were employed in running all over the 
town purchasing egg: and vegatables. The 


Hindoos refused hens’ eggs, and preferred the 


great fancy for cauliflower, which is very plen- 
tiful at Southampton, and purchased an im- 
mense quantity of that vegetable. They ap- 
peared to observe the utmost secrecy in dres- 
sing and eating their food, and were much 
alarmed lest any of the blacks and other per- 
sons belonging to the Peninsular Company 
should observe them. But though so secret 
about their cooking and eating, they appeared 
to be quiet and indifferent as to those who saw 
them at their ordinary ablutions. They wash 
after they touch anything, the washing being 
more like a religious ceremony, than for the 
purpose of cleanliness. Not only the Hindoo 
servants, but some of the chiefs were in the 
back yard washing themselves almost perpet- 
ually, They stripped, with the exception of 
a slight cloth around the loins, and they would 
wash themselves all over with about half a 
pintof water. The servants of the embassy 
were evidently of the lowest caste—some 
were meanly and miserably clad, many of 
them without shoes, and their clothing formed 
a striking contrast to the magnificent costume 
of the chiefs.

One of the members was despatched to a large 
town to request a noted divine to take part in 
its dedication. Not getting his errand exact- 
ly, he simply applied to the minister to come 
and “dedicate our new church.” 

“ What part do you wish me to take ?” said 
the clergyman. 

“ Why, we want you to dedicate the church” 
was the reply. 

“ But do you wish me to deliver the ser- 
mon, or to make the opening prayer, or only 
to make some remarks ”” 

“Why, exclaimed the brother, piqued at 
the obtuseness of the parson, “ we simply 
want you to dedicate the church, the whole 
on’t; it’s only seventy-five feet by fifty; want 


you to dedicate it!”

‘The Scriptures have been pub- 
lished in two hundred languages and dialects, 
and may be read in languages spoken by six 
hundred million of the inhabitants of the globe.
